I ercy Worthington and several others 
standing across the street that Mc­ 
Farland told him that "he had better 
keep a lookout for them.” 
That after 
this they went to the Parker Astln 
Hardware Company’s store 
and 
he 
called for a 32 Colt’s automatic pistol, 
and after examining the pistol went 
to the toilet in the barber shop at 
the rear of the State hank and loaded 
it, putting one shell in the barrel and 
eight In the chamber. 
After the gun 
was loaded they went to Knox’s sa­ 
loon, and that if Percy Worthington 
and those with him came out of the 
saloon as they went in he did not see 
them; that they came out of the sa 
loon and started south on Main street, 
intending to go up about Dr. Cline’s 
office, where McFarland expected to 
find his father, 
As they went up the 
street he saw 
Percy 
Worthington, 
Harvey Worthington and several oth­ 
ers with them standing on the side­

two Percy Worthington called to him 
and asked him to get a doctor, as he 
was shot; when he told me he was 
shot I examined to see whether or not 
he was armed and he was not.

I helped to undress him after 
we got to the hospital; took off his 
pants, his coat and shirt and he was 
not armed. 


A. M. Waldrop Testifies.

the time; the front doors were closed

on the inside.

pistol in his hand standing partly in

the prostrate man. 
Some one in the store, I do not recall 
who, remonstrated with the man who 
had the pistol, but I do not recall just 
what he said to him, as things were 
pretty exciting about that time.”

Be Cared For.

Petrograd, Dec. 21.— Tne

across the Russian frontier of thou­ 
sands of Rumanians who have aban­ 
doned their houses and property in 
the face of the invading Germans and 
Bulgarians has cast the shadow of a 
new refugee problem on the Russian 
empire. 
These refugees have 
been 
pouring into Odessa, Kiev and other 
Southern Russian cities in a destitute 
and helpless condition and present a 
problem which threatens to be more 
difficult than any which has confront­ 
ed a belligerent power since the inva 
Bion of Belgium. 
Russia has only partly succeeded in 
colonizing and assimilating the mil- 
j lions of homeless Poles, 
Jew s 
and 
members of other ra ^ s who fled to 
the Interior during the first year and 
a half of the war.
